Mr. Sykes, The We a Man 


The Wisconsin state election campaigns 


have not yet seriously begun, on the whole, 
but among the aspirants for state office 
one who is attracting attention for fertility 
of his ideas and the number of his unique 
proposals is Jay Sykes, of Milwaukee, the 
journalist turned teacher. He is one of four 
declared candidates for the Democratic 
nomination for lieutenant governor. 


Perhaps because Mr. Sykes was trained 


as an editorial writer, and wrote about 
public affairs for years, he is more skilled 
in devising provocative and novel plans for 
.changes in our governmental structure, 
and more articulate in presenting them, 
than his rivals have shown themselves to be 
thus far. Indeed, one critic has suggested, 
undoubtedly hi a facetious way, that some 
of Mr. Sykes' press releases appear to be 
rehashing of his journalistic commentaries 
that were retained in his files. 


In any event, there is a certain refresh- 


ment for the politically oriented citizen 
observer in the variety and originality of 
some of his proposals, although they may 
not always be acceptable, practicable, or 
attainable. They stand, it must be said, in 
revealing contrast to the repetitious trivia 
of some of the other candidates who, in a 
most generous interpretation, we must 
conclude are withholding their best ideas 
until later in the year when the electorate is 
more likely to be turning an ear to what 
they have to say. 


We find ourselves wondering, however, 


whether Mr. Sykes is not making some of 
his pronouncements merely for their 
novelty — and therefore their publicity 
generating capacity. 


In one of his latest messages, he 


proposes in what politicians nowadays 


pretentiously call a "position paper," that 
the traditional legislative districting of 
Wisconsin be modified to require six of the 
33 members of the state senate to run for 
election state-wide, thus to represent the 
entire state population, rather than 
districts of varying economic, social and 
political characteristics that tend to make 
legislative representatives provincial and 
narrow in their views and voting, as he puts 
it. 


Wisconsin would be the first state in the 


federal union to adopt such a system of 
state-wide legislators he says enticingly. 
Undoubtedly he is right. We would venture 
that Mr. Sykes is also the first politician in 
the country to suggest the idea. 


He proposes that the change be made as 


a part of the legislative reapportionment 
that is scheduled as a principal order of 
business in the 1971 legislature. We fear, 
however, that he has published his plan too 
hurriedly and impulsively. Xot only would 
such a system as he asks make the 
inherently 
difficult job 
of fair ap- 


portionment of legislative representation 
more difficult, but as we read the con- 
stitution his change could not be achieved 
without a constitutional amendment. That 
would require a delay of four years. 


But we would not have Mr. Sykes sup- 


pose that we are indulging in nit-picking. 
The lawyers will determine whether this is 
a valid proposition, if Mr. Sykes is installed 
in office and is in a position to press it. In 
fact, we would welcome more evidence that 
there are politicians thinking about public 
affairs more studiously than is suggested 
by the mass of mechanical rhetoric-that the 
postmen deliver to us each day.

by the government. 


In Paraguay, Gen. Alfredo 


Stroessner has ruled since he 
seized power in 1954. He was 
re-elected in 1953, 1963 and 
1963. 
In the latter two elec- 


tions, opposition candidates 
were allowed for the first time 
since -1923. The Roman 
Catholic Church in Paraguay 
has accused Stroessner of 
running a dictatorship and has 
called on him to bring political 
prisoners to trial and restore 
freedom of the press, which is 
nonexistent in Paraguay. 


Nicaragua, ruled by Gen. 


Anastasio Somoza Debayle, is 
another Latin American 
nation where there is no 
freedom of the press.

The Thai decision to send perhaps half 


of its 12,000 troops now in South Vietnam to 
Cambodia to try to save that country from 
the increased pressure from the North 
Vietnamese and Vietcong and Cambodian 
supporters of Prince Sihanouk is clearly an 
effort not to get too heavily involved. It 
may even reflect some new thinking in 
Bangkok about trying to regain options 
which its heavy acceptance of American 
military aid took away. 


The build-up of American influence in 


Thailand was gradual, beginning with a 
few advisors and 'some funds and old 
planes, then the development of American 
air bases, kept secret as much as possible 
from the Thai public, the bombing raids 
from those bases — also kept secret for 
months—and finally the payments for the 
sending of troops to South Vietnam. The 
release of this last information has made 
the sensitive Thai government no happier 
than were Philippine authorities over 
similar disclosures. The Thais at least have 
not denied it. 


But the decision to switch some troops 


from Vietnam to Cambodia was not what 
the United States or especially the Saigon 
government wanted. Authorities were 
warning that South Vietnam wasn't going 
to protect the western portions of Cam- 
bodia near Thailand. They wanted the Thai 
airforce to start helping as well as ground 
troops. This obviously came from some 
concern that American air support might 
be withdrawn when all our troops are out 
by July 1st. 


But the Thais are showing their 


reluctance as well they might. 


Thailand has until recently been an 


extremely independent but adaptable 
country. Its leaders saw no reason to be 
overrun by the Japanese during World War 
U so they agreed to declare war on the 
Allies although they never did anything 
else about it. Emerging slowly from ties to 
an older culture, they have found the in- 
creasing American military presence 
disturbing despite the affluence it has 
brought. Thailandis a military dictatorship 
but a generally benevolent one. Its people 
are deeply loyal to the King and Queen who 
have no real power but serve as practical 
figureheads for the regime. The chances of 
revolution in the major cities is remote. 


But the central government has 


neglected outlying areas, particularly in 
the north and that was no place to neglect. 
Kachin and other minority tribesmen have 
resented the ignoring of their traditions. 
The North Vietnamese and Pathet Lao 
have made inroads and to some extent 
Thailand has withdrawn military efforts to 
protect the rebellious areas from Com- 
munist infiltration. If Thailand commits 
large numbers of troops to the Cambodian 
struggle, the pressure in the north is likely 
to increase. 


Thailand might well have lived in peace 


even with Communist neighbors. Other 
countries do if there is enough reason for 
not inviting Communist aggression even 
without the threat of American in- 
volvement. By tying itself so firmly to the 
United States. Thailand may have been 
sold a bill of goods with the eventual cost 
coming very high. If it is now in the process 
of trying to extricate itself, Cambodia—or 
South Vietnam — won't be getting much 
help from Bangkok.

Good News Vs. The Bad 


A frequently voiced comment aimed at 


newspaper reporters when someone meets 
them and learns that they work for the 
press goes something like this: "Why don't 
you people ever report any of the good news 
that goes on, instead of filling your paper 
with reports of violence and crime?" 


The question is a legitimate one. 


However, it is often true that the person 
asking it has not really done the research 
on the contents of a newspaper which would 
give him the right to ask the question with 
the self-assurance which usually ac- 
companies it. 


Assuming for the moment that the 


contents of a newspaper are not deter- 
mined to some sense .by what its readers 
want to read — or by what good or bad news 
they tell the reporters so that it can be 
considered for publication — let's consider 
the example of what this newspaper 
reports about today's youth. 


It is true that our columns carry stories 


of youth who get into trouble with the law. 
Not 10 print this news would not make the 
situation go away or get any better. The 
public deserves to know the actions of our 


law enforcement and court officials in 
carrying out the laws. 


But there is more h pe used to tell about 


the achievements of the overwhelming 
majority of youth who are leading lives 
which are beneficial to society. An example 
is the reports of high school news or the 
college notes including graduation columns 
which are frequent this time of year. 
Several pages were devoted recently to tell 
about Lawrence University's graduation. 
The Fox Cities Soap Box Derby was 
reported in that same ^londay edition. Both 
meant extra effort and work on Sunday. 


This newspaper does not go out of its 


way to report good or bad news. To con- 
centrate on either at the expense of the 
other would be to offer a false picture of our 
world. If there seems to be a prepon- 
derance of bad news about something, then 
perhaps either nothing is being done to 
improve it. or if something constructive is 
being done. \\ e're not hearing about it. Both 
possibilities should be considered before a 
critic ventures to accuse journalists of 
being one-sided. Our professional ethic 
demands that our reports be objective and 
complete as possible.

were getting, and was less 
economical, besides.
